1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application is directed to non-obvious feature improvement 

over the invention described in cited prior arts. The non-obvious feature, for 
efficiently shielding by a frame leg the magnetic flux generated by the 
inductance coil, comprises a lid formed integrally with the frame body, covering 
the inductance element mounting side of the frame body, and a leg formed by 
cutting and bending from the lid, having a width nearly same as the width of the 
inductance element, wherein said leg is disposed closely to the inductance 
element.
